Car Dealer Tax Refund 
To Be About $10,500,000 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 

ASHINGTON, July 19.—Ap- 

proximately $10,509,000 will be 
refunded to the 53,125 automobile 
dealers of the country, as a result 
of the repeal of the tax, which 

became effective May 29. 

This amount is based on figures 
announced today by Treasury 
. Department, showing that when the 
tax was reduced from 5 to 3 per 
cent. on passenger cars, two year 
ago dealers obtained a refund of 
$7,534,813.59 

The department’s figures show 
that the dealer keeps in stock {for 
demonstration and display pur- 
poses an average of approximately 
7.7 new cars and that his complete 
inventory shows 200 different items 
he stocks to supply his trade.

HICAGO, July 19.—Cook 
county automobile deal- 

ers are riding at high tide) 
with a gain bf 7.8 per cent. in 
new car registrations for the 
first half of this year over the 
same period of 1927. 


They are convinced that the last 
half will show a substantial gain 
over the last six months of last 
year and their optimism seems to 
be well founded as_ substantial 
jumps over 1926 were recorded for 
each succeeding month, following 
the turn of the half year in 1927. 

Total figures for the six months 
this year were 47,711 as against 
44,255 for the corresponding period 
of 1927. May was the peak month 
this year with 10,955, with April 
second (although behind last year) 
and March third. Last year May 
proved the best of the twelve 
months, there having been 9,236 
registrations. This year the May 
total was 1,719 to the good. 

The gain of 3,456 for this year was 
contributed by increases of 130 in 
February, 691 in March, 1,719 in May 
and 1,309 in June. The losses for! 
January and April were 201 and 192 
respectively. 

Chevrolet led its nearest competi- 
tor for first place by a large margin 
with a total of 11,276, which was a 
gain of 145 per cent. over 1927. 
Hudson-Essex, in second place with 
4,138, had a gain of 13.5 per cent., 
and led the groups; next in order 
of the latter having been Oakland- | 
Pontiac, with 3,943, a gain of 60.6 
per cent. over 1927. The pair took 
fourth place, however, Buick having 
had 4,010. Buick finished second 
among the individual makes, Pon- 
tiac being third with 2,978, and 
Essex fourth with 2,892. 

Sixth place in the general stand- 
ing went to Nash with 2,642, while 
the Studebaker-Erskine registra- 
tions were seventh with a total of 
2,478, a gain of 11.2 per cent. over 
last year. 

Chrysler, in seventh place with 
2,354, scored a gain of 5.1 per cent. | 
over 1927. Then came Ford in| 
eighth place with 2,250. Last year 
Ford had 3,343 for the period. It 
has only been in the last two 
months that Ford has shown a re- 
turn to its standing of more than a 
year.

The net result is that today the eighty stockholders in 
the Managers Securities Company are all millionaires. In| 
1923 the stockholders of the Managers Securities Company 
contributed $5,000,000 and borrowed $28,000,000 to buy 
2,250,000 shares of General Motors stock, which was then 
selling at $15 per share. The profit on this investment has 
been upward of $300,000,000. 

It would be rather a difficult job for any other com- 
pany to lure one of these executives away from the service 
of General Motors. The executive future of that company 
is, so to speak, insured. Indeed John J. Raskob, who was 
largely responsible for the formation of the Managers 
Securities Company, says that the success achieved by Gen- 
eral Motors has been due to the executives that the organ- 
ization has been able to bind thus firmly to its service. And 
attention has just been called again to the fact that General 
Motors stock is now being accumulated for the formation of 
a second Managers Securities Company in 1930. This block 
of G. M. stock will not be bought at $15, however. 

If there is any other way so completely practical of 
getting and holding the undiluted interest of employees 
as this General Motors plan, it has not yet been made 
public. Undoubtedly other big employers will study this 
plan with keen interest.
